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Our National Responsibility.
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Every nation has within itself an im-
pelling principle, by which it tends to pro-
gressive change in its social and political
condition. [Its history, like the lite of an
individual,is exhibited in youth, maturity,
and decrepitude. At times it passes
through these several changes in a com-
paratively brief period. In other cases,
centuries must clapse before a similar
course isgone through. America exhibits
onec of the few examples of a country
still in its youth. She has grownup un-
noticed, and while the attention of man-
kind was directed elsewhere, suddenly as.
sumed a most prominent place among the
nations, and the world learned her exis-
tence and greatness at almost the same
time. The maintenance of that greatness,
the preservation of the unity of the ro-
public, the banishment of the follies and
luxuries of foreign nations, involve a re-
spounsibility, deep and serious, to each onc
of her citizens, Not only on the feeling
of that responsibility does the present
safety of the country depend, bul also our
brighest anticipation of her future pros-
perity.

Elated by oue success in the past, we
have selfishly forced the growth of our
country with more haste than wisdom.
We have so complicated our laws that our
clear and simple constitution has become
under the hands of designing  politicians
a riddle of mystery. Freedom of speech
and of the press las been abused by
prejudice, selfish ambition, and  party
spirit. It is on account of these evils that
the true American citizen looks upon our
future with alarm ;4hat he feels the great
responsibility resting upon him of keeping
unsullied the honor and purity of his con-
stitutional liberty. That there are cvils
in our political system, no onc will deny ;
“yet evilis inseparable from human ni-
ture.” We should, however, make a dis- |
tinction between the errors of honest men |
amd those of the demagozgue.  Ofthe for- |
mer, we snould ever remember that our
countrymen ; like ourselves, are frail

and erring men, and though they
make mistakes, it is only through

tiem we learn wisdom and forethouzht.,
Should we forget the advantages that
our constitution affords us, or point out in
the near future the downfall of our repub-
lic, on account of the common imperfee-
tions of man? No! Our faults are our
own, and our misfortunes the coaseguences |
of our faults ; but onr political advantages |
are gifts from God, and itis our great |
duty not ouly to improve them, but to |
guard and retain them in all their former
purity. All of ourdefectscan be remedied,
and sarely, there is no danger that they |
cannot be avoided by a proper care. We
should not yet look for perfection. [4 is!
only through perseverance that we have |
reached the position we now hold, so that
our disasters, just as those of the past,
should teach us mor» plainly the great re-
sponsibility resting upon us. There is,
notwithstanding an ozcasional agitation in
our political ecireles, still a calm, quiet
sense of duty among our people, sufficient
to maintain the equilibrium, This calm,
quiet sense of duty is not seen around
places of national eleetion ; it is not heard
vociferating and applanding in party meet-
ings 3 nor, it is to be regretted, is it often
seen during our political troubles, when |
ambitious and greedy politicians struggle
vather for personal advancement than
their country's presperity. But it lives
with those who from daily labor are
too independent to be bribed, or who are

too well content to aspire to popular
favor. It is  found in  the con-
scientions man. It is found in the

God-fearing one, It deliberates around
the domestic fireside, when he, knowing
his responsibility as a father, thinks of the
posterity who are to Lve after him. ‘It
is like evil upon the waters of troubled
strife,” Burely the man possessing this

iet sense of duty is the true citizen. e
ity whose presenee the man in power
trem The corrupt politician finds his
elear eye fixed upon him, and quails De-
neath his searching scrutiny. The dema-
gogue hears his voice of warning, and is
alarmed for his own safety. It is not sur-
prising in these times, that the party of the
honest and truly patrioticis small, smaller
than we even think,bat it still has without
doubt the controlling power from thedivis-
ions of the rest. The formerave the true cit-
izens. They arc the men who hold the coun-
try tozether, and their influence saves the
mass from utter corruption. With them
we should look above the dust raised by
seuflling partisans. to Ilim on high; look
back upon all the teiais throngh which he
has safely guided us, and trust our future
to Him and to those kunowing their re-
sponsibility as American citizens. It is
not only neeessary that we guard ourzelves
against all corruption of a political nature,
but we should at all times encourage prin-
ciples of peace, both with ourselves and
with foreign powers. Our country, sep-
arated as it is from the rest of the world,
gives us a feeling of security. The blessings
showered upon us by peace would be many
and no oue could set limits to our success
as a nation. Truly, the world as it ad-
vances in civilization, scems to point to
that time when peace shall be universal.
War is one of the greatest erimes, and the
declaration of war Lrings with it manifold
evils, but not a single redeeming result. It
drains our national resourees, corrupts our
people, and weakens all branches of indus-
try.

In addition to these evils we must be-
ware of all follies and luxuries ; for we are
never a frec people as long as encircled by

Perhaps of all dreaded calamities these
are most to be feared. We have but to
look back and lift the veil of the dim past
to see the ruin that the follies and luxuries
of forcign nations have brought upon
them. If America persists in time to
come in encouraging them as much as
she has in the past, it will not be safe to
predict her future prosperity. Her fate
in that sad event would be the same as
that of other countries. Her history would
be ablot upon the pages of time. Itis
the duty of cach one of us as eitizens, to
bauish all folly and luxury, that their en-
feebling intlzence may not be felt, that the
country may be preserved in all its ancient
vigor. When we reflect on America's
past and present, we surely cannot help
fecling our deep responsibility as a nation,
All other nations jealous of cur success and
vrospernity rejoice at every symptom. of
iternal dissensions,

We Ty safely say that our destruction
as u peopl: would not only please the ene-
mics of liberty, but would crush forever
the hopes of all future republiecs. When
we arc able to feel this deep responsibility ;
when weo learn that it is our duty (not as
partisans, but as a4 people) to preserve the
nation from all evily, whether of a politieal
or social matwe;  when Christianity,
peace and education shall reign cvery-
where throughout this broad land : then
may we lay aside all fears as to the perma-
nancy of our government, and hand it
down to posterity as a trust, sacred not
only on account of its hallowed memories,
but sacred as agift from God.
